SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


After  many  years  of  serving  the  Town  of  Ellsworth  as  Tax 
Collector,  Stella  Batchelder  decided  not  to  run  for  office  again.  Kent 
Pierce  was  elected  and  served  for  six  months.  Anne  Packard  served 
six  months  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Three  Tax  Audits  had  to  be  taken 
this  year. 

The  Selecmen  appointed  Helen  Olivier  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  finish  her  late  husband's  term  of  office.  Charlie  served 
for  five  and  a  half  years. 

Road  work  was  done  on  the  Pond  Road  from  the  Town  House  to 
Bill  Deachman's  driveway.  Hopefully  this  work  can  be  continued  on 
the  Pond  Road  as  the  availability  of  funds  permits.  Work  was  done  on 
the  Batchelder  Road  from  the  Rumney  Road  to  Ralph  Batchelder's 
driveway.  The  culverts  have  yet  to  be  installed  on  the  Batchelder 
Road.  This  year  we  plan  to  cut  trees  and  remove  stumps  in  the 
roadway  on  the  Pond  Road  from  the  Willey  Road  to  the  driveway  of 
Howard  Minnon. 

The  bridge  project  mentioned  in  this  Year's  warrant,  with  State  Aid 
should  be  completed  by  1981 . 

The  Selectmen  have  had  to  have  many  conferences  with  the 
Revenue  Administration  in  Concord,  which  has  added  to  the  Select- 
men's expenses. 

We  also  have  received  the  majority  of  1977  and  1978  taxes  this 
year,  which  has  made  our  report  a  bit  difficult  to  figure  out.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as 
superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and 
local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and 
combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are 
used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred 
by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to 
purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire 
crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is 
permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is 
required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail 
term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.
